A F A IR COMPROMISE. 


In public affairs the will of the 
majority expressed in 
a constitu­ 
tional manner should be the law of 
the land. 
T h e attempt to inaugurate and 
carry out a policy that is known to 
be contrary to the wishes of the 
Am erican people is a crime against 
popular government. 
T h e people of the United States 
have never given their consent to a 
change in our monetary system from 
bimetallism to a single gold stand­ 
ard. 
No political party would dare 
to place in its platform a proposi­ 
tion to do away with silver as a 
money metal. 
But even those statesmen who are 
most 
persistent enemies 
of 
the 
white metal, falsely pretend to be 
its friends, and they make the plea 
that silver is depreciated as an e x ­ 
cuse for still further depreciating 
it, 
and 
use 
official 
positions 
to 
which 
they 
were elected 
by the 
advocates of silver coinage as the 
vantage ground from which to fight 


it. 
Such a course is neither frank, 
honest nor patriotic. The man who 
pursues 
it 
is guilty of receiving 
votes 
under false 
pretenses, 
and 
shows a supreme contempt for the 


will of the people. 
O ne of the greatest questions that 
a legislative body has ever been 
called upon to settle is now before a 
a congress elected upon platforms 
both of which pledged friendship 
to silver as a money metal. 
W hat then should be the course 
of the men who stood upon such 
plat;forms?- 
Manifestly an honest effort should 
be made to agree upon a policy that 
would give the largest use of silver 
consistent with the public welfare. 
Fortunately we have an experi­ 
ence to guide us in determining what 
is safe and what is not. 
Admitting that as there has been 
no positive declaration of the peo­ 
ple 
for 
the 
immediate 
and 
un­ 
limited coinage of silver, still there 
was a law— the Bland bill— which 
recognized silver as a money metal 
and it is a law that was never re­ 
pudiated by the people; a law under 
which the country prospeied; a law 
under which an immense surplus 
was piled up in the federal treasury; 
a law under which business failures 
were com paratively few; a law under 
which our credit abroad remained 
unquestioned, 
and 
a 
law 
which 
while, for the twelve years it was 
upon our statute books, increasing 
our stock of silver money also in­ 
creased our stock of gold. 
This law was supplanted by the 


Sherman bill which falsely pretend­ 
ed to be more friendly to silver by 
oftering an alleged greater use of 


the white metal. 
T h e passage of the Sherman bill 
was not claimed to be a move against 
silver, nor can the fact that it sup­ 
planted 
the Bland bill be 
inter­ 
preted as meaning that the people 
repudiated the former as too friendly 


to silver. 
A few silver men were deceived 


b y the advocates of the measure 
into preferring it to the Bland bill. 
N ow that the Sherman law has 
proven to be a miserable farce and 
fraud, what could be fairer than to 
substitute for it the Bland bill which 


it supplanted? 
T h e people of this country know 


that from 1878 to 1890— the period 
when the Bland law was in force— 


they had no panics to face, 
and 
they know that the dollars coined 
under that bill are today as good as 


any in circulation. 
If it is the welfare of the masses 


that the advocates of repeal real ly 


desire— and it is not a conspiracy 
to force upon this country the single 
gold 
standard 
adopted 
in 
mon­ 
archical England— they can get rid 
of the Sherman law in a week by 
replacing the Bland bill upon the 
statute books. 
This would be a fair compromise. 
It is within reach. 
Why is it not 
adopted? W hy is there a persistent, 
desperate effort made to secure un­ 
conditional repeal? 
Why, 
unless 
the 
debt 
holding 
class 
of 
the 
world 
are 
determined 
to 
de­ 
stroy 
one-half 
of 
the 
money 
with which those debts could be 
paid and thus double the actual 
amount of their own holdings? 
There is a pertinent question of 
honesty to the people’s interests to 
be raised in the next campaign. 
War issues are dead and buried. 
War 
prejudices, 
thank God, 
are 
almost forgotten, and when the next 
campaign opens a grim and deter­ 
mined, even if impoverished, people 
will want to know why men elected 
upon platforms pledged to bimetal­ 
lism forgot 
their 
promises 
and 
sought to 
adopt the single 
gold 
standard and thus make money dear 
by making it scarcer.
